• the Ofllcers Wanted it no. 


Since the meeting of the stockhoi 


ders of the Electric & Water Com 
pany on Monday evening there has 
been considerable discussion about tlu 
city relative to the matter in genera 
and especially to that clause in th 
law which prevent* the officers of thi 
company from selling any more stock 
to our citizens.' 


It seems that while we have been 


laboring under the impression tha 
our electric lighting company was a 
co-operative concern, we are now in- 
formed by the men that are in office 
that it is nothing of the klndL but that 
it Is the same as any other corporation 
jn the city that was organized for the 
purpose of making money. 


This may be a fact, but there are 


some of our citizens who do not think 
so, and who are ready, if need be, to 
put up a fight to prove to the contrary. 
At the meeting on Monday evening the 
stockholders were informed by the 
secretary that the Railway Rate Com- 
mission would not allow the officers to 
sell flny more stock. 
We do not know 


how ih(sy arrived at this conclusion, 
for since flip jneeting we have been 
informed by one of the directors of 
the <>Iectrle company that (.hey had 
never applied for permission (o s 
stock, »D (.hat tiiey did not Know 
whether the commiwlon would grant 
them such permission or not,. 


However, even the officers of the 


company admit that they would be 
able to sell stock provided they could 
show that they needed the money for 
operating or construction purposes. 


One man has suggested that in view 


of the fact that the electric company 
has been holding- up the city to a good 
stiff price for pumping and lighting for 
A number of years past, thus compell- 
ng the city to get iilong with a mini- 
mum of Ijglit, that they now reduce 
heir lafes so materially that the city 
will not only !>p saved a lot pf money, 
>ul that it will also bo po«s|ble<|;o put

The Electric company might con- 


ract to install a new lighting system 


tf our main streets from (.he St. 


Paul depot lo Hie library building, 
putting in fari'iy gurb Usbi* somelhing 
the same as those used In the Consol- 
idated parlt, and thus change the 
streets from a system employing a few 
sputtering arc lights to one that would 
be such an ornament to the city that 
people who came here would remark 
on the beauty of the system and tell 
their friends about it when they g-ot 
to the next place. 


The lights could also be made so 


cheap that both of tl]e river banks 
could be lighted in an artistic manner 
and thus transform them into real 
pai ks. 


If the company put in such a sys- 


tem it would reduce the surplus to 
quite an extent, and probably put them 
in debt a trifle, and then there would 
be no question but what they could .sell 
stock to anybody that wanted it. 


Another man haa suggosted that the 


company put in a gas plant. 
There 


is a demand for gas in the city, altho 
it is not ((specially atrong at the pres- 
ent tiinr-, ow4ng to the fact that the 
people have never experienced the joys 
of cooking by gas, and do not know 
what they are missing by not having 
it. The establishment of a gas plant 
would also use quite a bit of money, 
and if such a plant wcie Installed 
there is no question but what the com- 
pany could sell stock for some time to 
come. 


In fact, there are a number of dif- 


ferent ways in which the difficulty 
could be surmounted provided the offi- 
cers of the company saw fit to do so, 
but to a man sitting on the fence it 
looks very much as If they did not 
want to issue any more stock, their 
entire efforts at the present time being 
to turn the company into a close cor- 
poration, and after this is done of 
course it is optional with "each indi- 
vidual stockholder what he docs with 
his stock 
We may be mistaken in* 


this matter, but we are saying how it 
looks to us, and in fact to a number ot 
other people about town. We hope 
that the officers of the company will 
sec their mistake before it is too late 
and change their tactics It would in- 
deed be sad to see the almighty dollar 
triumph over the better nature of 
those interested in the matter and thus 
ha\e one of the institutions that we 
have contemplated with pride in the 
past turned into an institution where 
it was every man for himselt, and the 
devil take the hindmost. 
The hind- 


most is generally the man with the 
lease money in a proposition of this 
sort.

From the Bench by Most Drastic 
Resolution—Defendant Crushed at 
Extent of Decision Against Him, 


Washington,-Jan, 15.—On five of the. 


thirteen counts, brought against him 
n the impeachment proceedings be^ 
i'ore the United States senate, Robert 
W. Archbald, judge of the commerce 
court one of the moat important tri- 
bunals in the land, was found guilty 
Monday. On the first count only five 
of the 73 senators voting supported 
Archbald. 
He was by .tho following resolution 


of the senate removed from his high 
office and forbidden ever again to hold 
an- office of profit or honor under the 
United States government: "The sen-

New Tuberculosis Caw In, 


A new state bovine tuberculosis law, 


which affects every owner of cattle in 
Wisconsin, was introduced by Charles 
H. Everett of Racine. Four years ago 
the legislature enacted a law for com- 
pulsoiv testing of cattle before sale 
for other than slaughtering purposes. 
Such a protest arose over this law 
that it became a political issue in the 
farming communities of the state. The 
last legislature by an overwhelming 
majority removed the compulsory fea- 
ture, 4 At the same time it fixed July 
1, ]913, as the final date when the 
state will refuse to pay compensation 
for cattle condemned. 


Assemblyman Everett says that the 


farmers all over the state are demand- 
ing that Ihe time limit for compensa- 
tion be extended at least two years. 
As a response to the dmand from tho 
rural localities he will introduce the 
new tuberculosis law embodying this 
feature 
The state pays two-thirds oi 


the appraised value of all cattle con- 
demned by the tuberclulin test. It 
fixes a maximum appraised value ol 
$60. 
While tho compulsory law was 


In effect 1,500,000 cattle were tested 
In one year. 
During the past year 


about 12,000 were tested 


Contaminated Milk Kills Many. 
Dr. M. P, Ravenel, head of the state 


hygienic 
laboratory, 
declares 
that 


probably twenty per cent, of children 
under sixteen years of age who die 
annually of tuberculosis contract the 
disease through 
contaminated milk. 


The rate of bovine tuberculosis has 
been lowered from seventeen to less

From the Bencr by Most Drastic

Washington, Jan. 15.—On five of the 


thirteen counts brought against him 
In the impeachment proceedings be- 
fore the United States senate, Robert 
W. Archbald, judge of the commerce 
court, one of the most Important tri- 
bunals In the land, was found guilty 
Monday. On the first count only five 
of 'he 73 senators voting supported 
Archbald. 


He was by the following resolution 


of the senate removed from his high 
office and forbidden ever again to hold 
an office of profit or honor under the 
United States government: "The sen- 
ate does, therefore, order and decree, 
and It Is hereby adjudged that the re- 
spordent, Robert W. Archbald, circuit 
judge for the United States for the 
Third judicial circuit and designated 
to serve in the commerce court, be 
and he is hereby removed from office 
and that he be and is hereby forever 
disqualified to hold and enjoy any of- 
fice of honor, trust or profit under 
the United States."

New Tuberculosis Law In. 


A new state bovine tuberculosis law, 


which affects eveiy owner of cattle m 
Wisconsin, was introduced by Charles 
4 Everett of Racine. Four years ago 
the legislature enacted a law foi com- 
iwlsory testing of cattle bafore sale 
for other than slaughtering purposes 
fiueh a protest arose over this law 
that It became a political issue in the 
farming communities of the state. The 
last legislature by an overwhelming 
majority removed the compulsory fea- 
ture. At the same time It fixed July 
1, 1913, as the final date when the 
state will refuse to pay compensalion 
for cattle condemned 


Assemblyman Everett says that the 


farmers all over the state are demand- 
ing that ths time limit for compenea- 
tion be extended at leasl two years 
As a response to the dmand from the 
rural localities he will introduce the 
new tuberculosis law embodying this 
feature. 
The state pays two-thirds of 


the appraised value of all cattle con- 
demned by the tuberclulin test. It 
fixes a maximum appraised value ol 
$60 
While the compulsory law was 


in effect 1,500,000 cattle were tested 
In one year. 
During the past year 


about 12,000 were tesled 


Contaminated Milk Kills Mzny. 
Dr. M. P. Ravenel, head of the state 


hygienic 
laboratory,

probably twenty per cent, of children 
under sixteen years of age who die 
annually of tuberculosis contract the 
disease through 
contaminated milk 


The rate of bovine tuberculosis has

Changer Proposed In Income Tax Law. 


The Btate tax commission in its bi- 


ennial report to the legislature 
will 


recommend 
some 
minor changes in 


the income tax law. The moflt impor- 
tant of [these proposed changes have 
to do with coiporations. 


The legislature will be asked 
to 


gradual^ the corporate incomo rate on 
a basis double the rate upon individu- 
al incomes, until a, maximum of si\ 
per cent Is reached 


Another change to be recommended 


is that corporations be not held re- 
sponsible for 
the 
bondholders' tax. 


The provisions of the law as It now 
stands holds the corporations liable 
for the tax upon the Income from the 
bonds of the corporation The fiamers 
of the law in incoiporating that pro- 
vision contemplated the danger 
of 


many corporations being bonded heav- 
ily for the express purpose of evading 
the income tax demand. That danger 
seems now so remote that the coin- 
mlsbion does not think it necessary or 
Just to crntinue the protection

New Tuberculosis Law In. 


A new state bovine tuberculosis law, 


which affects every owner of cattle in 
Wisconsin, was introduced by Charles 
H. Everett of Racine. Four years ago 
the legislature enacted a- law for com- 
iiulsory testing of cattle before sale 
for other than slaughtering purposes. 
Such ' s. protest arose over this law 
that it became a political issue in the 
farming communities of the state. The 
last legislature by an overwhelming 
majority removed the compulsory fea- 
ture. At the same time it fixed July 
1, 1913, as the final date when the 
state will refuse to pay compensation 
for cattle condemned. 


Assemblyman Everett says that the 


farmers all over the state are demand- 
ing that ths time limit for coinpenea- 
tion be extended at least two years. 
As a response to the dmand from the 
rural localities he will introduce the 
new tuberculosis law embodying this 
feature. 
The state pays two-thirds of 


the appraised value of all caitle con- 
demned by the tuberclulin test. It 
fixes a maximum appraised value oi 
$60. 
While the compulsory law was 


in effect 1,500,000 cattle were tested 
in one year. 
During the past year 


about 12,000 were tested 


Contaminated Milk Kills Many. 
Dr. M. P. Ravenel, head of the state 


hygienic laboratory, 
declares 
that 


probably twenty per cent, of children 
under sixteen years of age who die 
annually of tuberculosis contract the 
disease through 'contaminated milk. 
The rate of bovine tuberculosis has 
been lowered from seventeen to less 
than four per cent, as a result of the 
past five years of 
educational cam- 


paigning. 
Speaker Hull's assignment of com-

Changes Proposed In Income Tax Law. 


The state tax commission in its bi- 


ennial report to the legislature 
will 


recommend 
some 
minor changes in 


the income tax law. Tho most impor- 
tant of jthese proposed changes have 
to do with corporations. 


The legislature will be asked 
to 


graduate the corporate income rate on 
a basisidouble the rate upon individu- 
al incomes, until a/maximum of 
nix 


per cent, is reached. 


Another change to be recommended 


is that corporations be not held re- 
sponsible for 
tho 
bondholders' tax. 


The provisions of the law as it r.ow 
stands holds the corporations 
liable 


for the tax upon the income from tho 
bonds of the corporation. Tho framcrs 
of the law in incorporating that pro- 
vision contemplated the danger 
of 


many corporations being bonded ho.iv. 
ily for the express purpowo of evading 
the income tax demand, Thnt. danger 
seems now BO remote/that the com- 
mission does not think it necessary or 
Just to continue the protection. 


Another change proposed Is to have

United States during the yoar 1912, ac- 
cording to the fourth annual statisti- 
cal statement ot expenditures in this 
movement Jssued by tho National As- 
sociation for the Study and Prevention 
o£ Tuberculosis. 
Tho expenditures 


during the year for sanatorium and 
hospital construction and treatment 
make the largest single item in the 
total, amounting to nearly $16,800,000, 
This Is an increase of nearly $5,000,- 
000 over tlie same group o£ expendi- 
tures for the yoar 1911. The antl- 
Luberculosis associations and commit- 
tees .spent over $7(55,000, while dis- 
pensaries 
and tuberculosis 
clinics 


spent over $500.000. Over $415,000 
was spent for the maintenance and 
establishment ot open-air school and 
fresh air classes, which is more than 
double the amount spent for this pur- 
pose in 1911. Official, state and nvu-

thcnr.M-lMx that they managed to fool 
the tax assessors. 


t'ndouhtedly it is true that not a 


few persons throughout the state, who 
properly should have paid an income 
tax last year, are not included in the 
income tax list as reported. 
Some 


failed to fill out the blanks that were 
sent them, and others were missed 
entirely. But, as Assessor Atuood ex- 
plains, excuses will not go when these 
negligent ones are located, as they are 
quite certain to be, sooner or later. 
And though the penalty for such eva- 
sion may be imprisonment, as well as 
double payment of the tax amount 
that should b.ive been assessed, As- 
sessor Atwood suggests that modera- 
tion 
will likely be observed at the 


start, in other words, that the impris- 
onment feature will not be insisted on. 
Kvcn a double payment of taxes will 
be a strong reminder that it is not safe 
to dodge the income tax, and if the 
same penalty is also applied to those 
who 
have 
willfully 
underestimated 


their incomes, there will be more care 
and solicitude in making honest re- 
turns in future. 


There is reason to believe, in fact, 


that tbe income tax lists will very 
soon include a complete roster of ev- 
ery individual, firm and corporation 
properly subject to this tax, with re- 
turns as nearly accurate as can be 
made with honest intention. 
Evasion 


of the income tax will be far more 
dangerous than was the case where 
personal propertv taxes were evaded, 
and this is one of the big points of 
advantage for the income tax system. 
Nor will it be any different if the law 
should be changed, as proposed, by

upon one side ,,f which is provided a 
place for :>;i affidavit of the person 
casting the ballot. 
The other side 


will be for the address of the city or 
or \illage clerk of his home precinct. 


Accoiding in the proposed meas- 


ure all such ballots received by the 
city •>!' Milage clerk are to tie turned 
over by him to the election officer* 
of the proper precinct at the time 
that the o'ficial ballots are turned 
over to such officers. 
The election 


officers are to judge the legality of 
the ballot by the affidavit on the out- 
side of tbe envelope.

Lots of Water Needed lo Grow Bushel 


of Grain. 


The interesting fact that 
ninety 


thousand pounds of water are needed 
to grow one bushel 
of wheat, 
is 


brought out in an article in a recent 
Journal of Geography, published at 
the 
University of Wisconsin. 
To 


produce one pound of 
clover 
,"i7C 


pounds of water are needed. 
Rain- 


fall is measured in inches and it has 
been estimated that an inch of rain- 
fall over an acre of land weighs about 
227,000 pounds, 
If all this rainfall 


could be stored in the soil as to be 
available for crops, an inch of rain 
fall would produce two and a half 
bushels of wheat per acre. However, 
by no known system of tillage can 
all the rainfall be conserved for plant 
production. 


Since the water that is stored in 


the ground is lost by evaporation much 
more quickly when the surface of the 
soil is wet, one of the ways to con- 
serve water in portions of the coun- 
try where dry farming must be prac- 
ticed is by forming a protective mulch 
or thin layer of dry soil over the sur- 
face. 
This dry layer prevents 
the 


deeper noil water from reaching the 
surface by destroying the capillary 
movement of soil water. 


If dry farming is to succeed the 


far must be located in a section hav- 
ing a rainfall of ten inches or more, 
and with the least possible wind move- 
ment. 
The soil should not contain 


layers of gravel or hardpan, but must 
be uniform in texture to a depth of 
eight feet. 
Throughout the entire 


growing season the man who prac- 
tices dry farming must spare no pains 
to preserve the protective dry soil 
covering.

Second. The city is now paying for

As we have heretofore and herein- 


above made you a flat rate proposition 
on current for pumping, we herewith 
make you a flat rate on the street light- 
ing and suggest some changes which 
we think would, be more satifactory 
and cheaper and yet furnish more light. 
This proposed change would give a 
yery much better lighted city as all the 
smaller lights wonld be changed to 
lights giving • more than three times 
the candle power of the small lights 
now used and the large lights that 
would be taken out and small ones put 
in, in lieu thereof are located off the 
main streets and out of the business 
parts of tbe city and they would be of 
a uniform candle power and we think 
would

We propose to use twenty of tbe

We will make you a price on the 


large arc lamps at $52 net per lamp per 
year and on the fifty-six 250 wat lamps 
we will make you a price of $38.00 net 
per lamp per year. This would make 
the flat rate cost to you for tbe above 
numbered lamps 13,168.00.

light but if (bis point does not reach 
tbe place where another light u order 
ed in then and in that case the city, is 
to pay for the construction of the extra 
distance. 


We might say in 
explanation of 


this last proposition, that three of the 
small lights now used, equal in price 
one of the large arc lamps to-wit, 
I&2.00 per year. 


At this time we would not enter 


into;& contract to cover any of the 
above 'propositions that might be ac- 
cepted by the city for more than one 
year as the street lighting Tungsten, 
lamp is in its experimental stage and 
the cost of the lamp and also the life 
of tbe lamp has to be considered.

t>e proved that auto truck* can be 
successfully operated in snow. 
The 


council has decided to advertise at 
once for bids for auto trucks. 
If a 


contract la let It will have a clause 
that a hose truck must be sent here 
for sixty days' trial during winter 
conditions. 
If the teat proves satis- 


factory two auto hose trucks, an auto 
hook and ladder, an auto chief's rig 
and an auto police patrol will be pur- 
chased. 


It is figured by the commissioners 


that these can be paid for In three 
years by savings. A figure of between 
116,500 and }17,000 on the above 
equipment has been obtained. 
The 


plan is to concentrate the entire de- 
partment in one building, it being the 
opinion that with the speed the trucks 
can get up that most of the city can 
be covered as rapidly as It now' is, 
while some parts can be covered much 
more rapidly, especially when a gen- 
eral alarm is sounded. The concen- 
tration of the department will do away 
with six firemen, a saving of $4,320; 
it cost $2,200 last year to feed and 
bed the horses; their shoeing cost 
$220, making a total of $6,740 in ad- 
dition to the maintenance of the rigs, 
which would be saved after the cost 
of gasoline and tires were deducted.

BiG PARADE ALWAYS PROPER 


President-Elect'* Hint That H« Would 


Like to Walk to Capitol Stlra Up 
Dlieuulon—Muit Consider Taft'e 
Wi.heg.

Washington.—"Make the Inaugura- 


tion ceremonies as simple as possi- 
ble," ig the request of President-elect 
Wcodrow Wil«on. 


"Make the inauguration Ceremonies 


•worthy in dignity and display of the 
great victory of the Democracy." is 
the dictum of most of the Democratic 
leaden In Washington. 


The local inauguration 
committee 


has been appointed and has gone to 
Its work energetically. It ts not un- 
derstood that Mr. Wilson's request for 
simplicity means that he does not 
wish to have a huge parade. Parades 
the promoter! ot big inaugural events 
say, are representative of the people, 
enjoyed by the 
people and 
are in 


every way eminently proper. So It Is 
that while the actual inducting into 
office and part of the ceremonies in 
which the presidentelect has a per- 
sonal place may be extremely simple, 
It can be taken for granted that there 
will be a "big show" In Washington on 
March 4, perhaps the biggest show 
ever presented to tbe eyes of the 
capital residents and of their visitors 
from a distance. , 


One of the agitating questions just 


now is whether or not there IB any 
likelihood that Mr. Wilson will carry 
out a half-hint be has made that he 
would like to walk from the executive 
mansion to the capitol where the cer- 
emonies of taking the oath and o" de- 
livering the inaugural address take 
place. 


Would Break AH Precedent 


If Mr. Wilson should walk from the 


White House to the eapitol he would 
break all presidential precedents of 
inauguration days. Even Thomas Jef- 
ferson, whose course on the occasion 
of his oath-taking Is always referred 
to as the acme of simplicity, rode on 
horseback to the capitol, though vir- 
tually unattended. It may be said that 
t*ie streets of Washington in Jeffer- 
son's day, certainly the middles of 
them, were in such condition that no 
rnan, president or other, could walk 
far without becoming stuck boot-deep 
fn the mud. 


Gov. William Sulzer, who took the 


ftath of office as chief executive of 
Vew York state on January 1, broke 
* state precedent by walking from the 
executive mansion to the capitol, but 
that walk -was only a short one, the 
day was perfect and the outgoing gov- 
ernor, Mr. Dlx, who had to accompany 
riis successor to the capitol, was per- 
fectly willing to walk with him. It is 
.act supposed in Washington that Mr. 
Wilson had Mr. Sulzer's precedent In 
Siind when he hinted that he might 
Mke to walk from the White House 
"o the capitol, for it Is not customary 
for a president to take example of a 
(governor, but It Is believed that the 
Mresident-elect really has a desire to 
make the walk to the capitol if it can 
bo done- without having it appear that 
"ie is straining after an effect of Dem- 
ocratic simplicity and thereby wi 1 
overdo the thing and bring It poi 
ribly to the border of ridicule. 


J,V. Taft Must Be Considered. 


When 
the 
president-elect starts 


trom the White House to go to the 
caaltol he will be accompanied by the 
president of the United States, for 
Mr Wilson will not bo president un- 
til after hp has reached the big legis- 
lative building on the hill and has 
taken the oath of office. The question 
Is, therefore, would it be proper for 
Mr. Wilson in the capacity of presi- 
dent-elect to Insist that Mr. Taft in 
'.he capacity of real president should 
v/alk the mile and a third along Penn- 
rylvania avenue to' the capitol under 
T ieather conditions which are very 
1'kely to be bad 


Mr. Taft is a big man physically, but 


contrary to general belief on-the sub- 
ject he is a good deal of a walker. It 
can be taken for granted that if Mr 
Wilson actually shall request Mr. Taft 
tp walk the mile and a third with him 
he will acquiesce, but it may be that 
in advance some one "will suggest to 
the president-elect that the president 
would prefer that the request be not 
made. 


Appointments Still Held Up.

those whose terms have Just expired, 
and of course the Democratic senators 
desire that these places shall remain 
vacant un411 President-elect Wilson 
takes office and names persons of 
his own choosing.

were united, and all of them could be

Berlin's Dogs. 


The exortus of inhabitants from the 


central portion of Berlin to suburban 
districts has become so general that 
even the dogs are joining the move- 
ment. Whether the canine residents 
thereby show purely personal taste 
or whether their change of abode is 
the compulsory result of similar steps 
by their masters cannot 
be ascer- 


tained, but municipal statistics show 
that whereas In 1809 Berlin proper 
harbored 45,981 dogs the figure in 
1910 was only 43,704, and in 1911 it 
fell to 42,078. Thle year the diminu- 
tion In the taxable contingent of the 
dogs amounts in round figures to 4,500. 
Non-taxable dog», however, have In- 
creased by about 600. Among the lat- 
ter are 82 belonging to the emperor 
and t& the various foreign embassies, 
46 police dogs and 1,120 belonging to 
blind and other Invalid persons.

Battleships Fight Now On. 


The yearly flght has been started in 


congress on the proposition to au 
tnorize the construction of new bat 
tleships. Secretary of the Navy Mey- 
er lias asked for three ships, but as 
has been explained in previous dis- 
patches it Is probable that he asked 
for three iu order that he. might be 
sure to get one or possibly two. 


Some prominent Democratic 
mem- 


bers of the house have started 
the 


flght against battleship construction 
on the grqund that the money which 
thus Is used would be much better 
spent for public buildings. Last year 
there was no public building measure 
passed, and as every member of con- 
gress is desirous of getting something 
in the shape of a public building for 
his district because of the prestige 
which such an accomplishment gives 
him at home, it readily can be seen 
how strong an appeal there is in the 
plan for a big public building appro- 
priation.

Wilson, but from the very beginning 
of the struggle there was a feeling 
apparent in Democratic circles that 
before the contest ended in the con- 
vention hall a combination of the 
field would be necessary to defeat 
Wilson. 


It is to-day sverybody's secret, be- 


cause tht; whole- matter has been laid 
bare in previous Washington dis- 
patches, that P-esident-elect Wilson 
is more concerned over the senate's 
probable attitude toward his policies 
than he is over any other possible op- 
position cither from a party or a leg- 
islative source. 
The question there- 


fore which Mr. WDcou's 
strongest 


Democratic supporters are trying to 
answer is whether the Democratic 
senators who were with "the field," 
and opposed to Mr. Wilson's can- 
didacy because of his supposed rad- 
ical tendencies, will join with the pro- 
gressive Democrats to give his poli- 
cies the force and effect of legisla- 
tion. 


Absolutely united Democratic sen- 


ate support will be needed if the in- 
coming president is to have things 
done as he wants them done. There 
are several Democratic senators who 
were opposed to Mr. Wilson as a can- 
didate for Ihe nomination who to-day 
are making a brave showing of loy- 
alty and the Wilson Democrats be- 
lieve that this loyalty will stand the 
test when support is asked for poli- 
cies which Borne of the conservative 
Democratic senators hitherto 
have 


held as being entirely too radical to 
become the law of the land. 


No Certainty of United Support. 
Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia, who 


was supposed during the pre-conven- 
tion campalgu to hare Harmon lean- 
ings, is to-day doing his best to help 
along a plan of Democratic organiza- 
tion of the senate which will give Mr. 
Wilson the suppor*. which will be 
necessary if bis legislation is to be 
sanctioned in the wa.»' that he wants 
it sanctioned 
There Are other sen- 


ators who prior to tbo Democratic 
convention were for Clajk, or Under- 
wood, or Harmon, who t^-day are say- 
ing that they will stand n^mly in sup- 
port of anything which Mr. Wilson 
recommends if they beliefs that back 
of It is the will of the paAy.

WILL NOT SPOIL INAUGURAL 


CEREMONIES; 


BfG PARADE ALWAYS PROPER 


President-EIect'e,Hint That He Would 


Like to . Walk: to Capitol Stirs Up 
Discussion—Must Consider Taft's 
Wishes. 


By GEORGE . CLI NTON. 


Washington.— "Make1 the inaugura- 


tion ^ceremonies as simple ' as .possi- 
ble," is the 'request of President-elect 
Wcodrow Wilson. 


"Make the inauguration Ceremonies 


.worthy ,in;j dignity and display of the 
great victory : of the Democracy." ; is 
the dictum of' most of the Democratic 
leaders in :SVashingxon. 


The .local' -inauguration committee 


:has been appointed and has gone to 
its work -energetically. ,,It is not un- 
derstood that Mr. "Wilson's request for 
simpiicity means -that he does hot 
wish to have, a huge parade. Parades 
the promoters of big inaugural events 
say, are representative of ^the people, 
enjoyed .by "the 
people and 
are' In 


every way eminently proper. So it is 
that while the. actual 'inducting into 
office and part :of - the ceremonies in 
which the .president-elect has a- per- 
sonal place may b.e extremely simple, 
it can be taken for granted that there 
will be a "big. show" In Washington on 
March 4, ^perhaps" the biggest show 
ever presented to:: the .eyes of the 
capital residents and of their visitors 
from a distance. , 


One of the agitating questions just 


now is whether or not there is any 
likelihood that Mr. Wilson will carry 
put .a half-hint .he has._made that he 
would like -to walk from the executive 
mansion to the capitol where the csr- 
emonies of taking the oath and o£ de- 
livering the "inaugural address take 
place. • ' " ' . - • 


Would Break All Precedent. 


If Mr. Wilson should walk from the 


White House to the capitol he would 
break all presidential precedents of 
inauguration days. Even Thomas Jef- 
ferson, whoae course on the occasion 
of his oath-taking is always referred 
to. as the acme. of simplicity, rode on 
horseback to the capitol, though vir- 
tually unattended: It may be said that 
i_ie streets of Washington in Jefter- 
Btm's day, certainly the middles of 
them, were in such condition that no 
man, president or other, could walk 
far without becoming stuck boot-deep 
fn the mud. 


Gov. William Sulzer, who took the 


Oath of office as chief executive of 
New York state on January 1, broke 
a state precedent by walking from the 
Executive mansion to. the. capitol. but 
that walk "s-as only a short one, the 
day was perfect and the outgoing gov- 
ernor, Mr. Dix, who had to accompany 
his successor to the capitol, was per- 
fectly willing to walk with him. It is 
,not supposed in Washington that Mr. 
' Wilson had .Mr. Suiter's precedent in 
aiind when he hinted that he might 
!.ike to walk from the White House 
Co the capitol, for it Is not customary 
Cor a president to take example of a 
Korernor, but it is believed that the 
riresident-elect really • has a desire to 
make the walk to the capitol if it can 
be done without having it appear that 
.le is straining after an effect of Dem- 
'ocratic simplicity and thereby win 
overdo the thing and bring it pci.<- 
ribly to -the border of ridicule. 


Mr. Taft Must EC Considered. 


When 
the 
president-elect starts 


from the White House to go to the 
caaitol he will be accompanied by the 
president of the United States, for 
Mr. -Wilson will not be president un- 
til after he has reached the big legis- 
latives building on the hill and has 
taken the oath of office. The question 
Is, therefore, would it be proper for 
Mr Wilson in the capacity of presi- 
dent-elect to insist that Mr. Taft in 
the capacity of real president should 
walk the mile and a third along Penn- 
sylvania avenue to' the capitol under 
vieather conditions which are very 
1'kely to be bad. 


Mr. Taft is a big man physically, but 


contrary to general belief on -the sub- 
ject he is a good deal of a walker. It 
can be taken for granted that if Mr. 
Wilson actually shall request Mr. Taft 
tp walk the mile and a third with him 
he will acquiesce, outfit may be that 
In advance some one "will suggest to 
the president-elect that the president 
would prefer that the request be no:.

Absolutely united Democratic sen- 


ate support will be needed if the in- 
coming president is to have things 
done as he wants them done.

tures for the year 1011. The anti- 
tuberculosis associations and commit- 
tees spent over $705,000, while dis- 
pensaries 
and 
tuberculosis 
clinics 


spent over $500,000. Over $415,000 
was spent for the maintenance and 
establishment of open-air school and 
fresh air classes, which Is more than 
double the amount spent for this 
pur- 


pose in 1911. Official, state and mu- 
nicipal expenditures outside of

maintenance of Institutions, which are 
included in the other totals, amount- 
ed to $280,000.
